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FOREWORD 


It  IS  NOW  FOUR  YEARS  since  the  first  edition 
of  the  Gallery  appeared.  The  immediate  welcome  it 
received  has  encouraged  us  to  publish  this  new  edi¬ 
tion,  collecting  together  the  accumulated  changes 
of  those  years  into  the  new  booklet,  adding  to  it  the 
present  biographical  notes,  improving  the  photog¬ 
raphy  as  far  as  we  have  been  able,  and  introduc¬ 
ing  new  views  of  scenes  in  and  around  the  school. 

As  it  was  originally,  so  it  is  yet  the  purpose  of 
The  Gallery  to  "crystallize  the  shifting  scenes"  in 
the  law  school  lecture  halls,  so  that  they  may  be 
relived  again  as  fully  as  printer's  ink  and  memory 
can  contrive. 

The  present,  necessarily  short,  biographical  notes, 
while  they  cannot  pretend  to  be  complete,  do  at¬ 
tempt  to  outline  the  salient  facts  in  the  lives  of  the 
men  who  now  carry  on  the  tradition  and  outstand¬ 
ing  name  of  the  Harvard  Law  School.  In  so  far  as 
possible  the  attempt  has  been  to  maintain  accuracy 
in  spite  of  the  impossibility  of  completeness. 

If  the  purposes  of  The  Gallery  come  reasonably 
close  to  realization,  appreciation  is  due  to  Professor 
fames,  Professor  Magruder,  and  Mr.  Dwyer  of  the 
Library  Staff,  for  their  assistance  and  suggestions, 
and  much  of  the  credit  must  go  to  the  photographic 
skill  and  cooperation  of  Robert  W.  Cornell  and 
Sidney  S.  Coggan.

HARVARD  LAW  SCHOOL 


The  law  school  was  established  in  1817,  located  first  in  the  "Sec¬ 
ond  College  House,"  next  to  what  was  then  the  Court  House  and 
is  today  the  Coop.  In  1832  Nathan  Dane,  who  had  already  en¬ 
dowed  the  Dane  Professorship,  donated  to  the  school  a  new  build¬ 
ing,  Dane  Hall.  There,  it  was  known  as  the  Dane  Law  College, 
ottering  a  two-year  course,  but  the  lectures  of  one  year  were 
not  given  in  the  other.  Not  until  1870  was  a  full  two  year  curriculum 
prescribed,  and  then  in  1877  the  present  three-year  course  was 
introduced. 

Although  Dane  Hall  was  enlarged,  it  could  not  adequately  house 
the  growing  school,  and,  as  the  success  of  the  'case'  system  be¬ 
came  estaoiished,  a  new  building  was  needed.  In  1883  Austin 
Hall  was  built.  Although  the  admission  requirements  were  in¬ 
creased  constantly,  the  school  continued  to  grow.  The  building  of 
Langdell  Hall  was  begun  in  1907,  although  not  completed  until 
1929,  Gannett  and  Kendall  Houses  were  acquired  and  rebuilt 
Walter  Hastings  Hail  became  a  law  dormitory.  This  completed 
the  present  collection  of  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  the  loss 
of  Dane  Hall,  destroyed  by  fire  in  1917. 

Almost  as  the  school  grew,  so  did  the  library.  To  quote  Dean 
Ames,  "the  chief  distinction  of  the  Harvard  Law  School — after  its 
professors — is  its  admirable  library.”  By  1826  the  catalogue  showed 
587  titles,  Charles  Sumner's  catalogue  of  1834  listed  thirty-five 
hundred  titles,  and  by  1841  the  number  had  grown  to  sixty-one 
hundred,  enlarged  in  part  by  an  important  gift  of  civil  law  books 
from  Samuel  Livermore  of  New  Orleans.  From  that  early  start 
came  the  present  great  library  of  almost  five  hundred  thousand 
titles — the  finest  collection  in  the  world.  At  present  three  thousand 
periodicals  come  into  the  school  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and 
the  number  of  books  is  being  constantly  added  to  by  all  the  legal 
publications  of  any  importance. 

Although  the  Anglo-American  collections  are  the  most  important,  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  library  to  constitute  a  world  law  collection, 
Roman,  civil,  common,  canon,  and  any  of  the  other  systems.  Today 
the  non-Anglo-American  collections  cover  Europe,  including  Rus¬ 
sia,  there  is  a  good  Latin-American  collection,  and  an  already 
growing  number  of  Japanese  books. 

There  are  several  notable  collections  in  the  Anglo-American  field, 
foremost  the  Dunn  Collection  of  books  printed  before  1601,  of  which 
the  library  has  the  finest  collection  in  existence,  surpassing  even 
that  of  the  British  Museum.  The  British  Empire  collection  is  also 
noteworthy,  as  being  practically  complete. 

The  two  working  libraries  of  the  law  school  in  Langdell  and  Austin 
Halls  contain  more  than  40,000  volumes,  Austin  Hall  Library  in 
itself  providing  a  duplicate  collection  of  British  and  American  re¬ 
ports  and  materials. 

In  addition  to  the  library  proper,  there  is  a  collection,  outside  the 
usual  work  of  a  law  library,  that  consists  of  over  five  thousand 
prints,  photographs  and  paintings  of  English  and  American  judges 
and  lawyers.  The  paintings  include  the  work  of  famous  English 
artists  such  as  Reynolds,  Romney,  Stuart  and  Trumbull,  and  many 
of  the  fine  prints  are  invaluable. 

This,  in  its  broadest  outlines,  is  the  history  and  the  background 
of  the  Harvard  Law  School  —  important  elements  in  its  present 
enviable  and  outstanding  position.

james  McCauley  landis 

Dean  and  Professor  of  Law 
Contracts 

Dean  Landis  was  born  in  1899.  He  graduated 
from  Princeton  in  1921,  and  received  the  de¬ 
grees  of  LL.B.  from  the  Harvard  Law  School 
in  1924  and  S.J.D.  in  1925.  For  a  year  he 
served  as  secretary  to  Mr.  Justice  Brandeis,  be¬ 
fore  joining  the  faculty  of  the  Law  School  in 
1926.  Since  then,  and  until  his  appointment  as 
Dean  in  1937,  he  has  remained  a  member  of 
the  faculty,  on  leave  of  absence  from  1933  to 
serve  on  the  Federal  Trade  Commission,  and 
as  chairman  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission.  Besides  being  the  author  of 
several  articles,  Dean  Landis  was  co-author 
of  Frankfurter  and  Landis,  "The  Business  of 
the  Supreme  Court."

CALVERT  MAGRUDER 


Vice  Dean,  and  Professor  of  Law 
Torts,  Labor  Law 


Professor  Magruder  was  born  in  1893.  He 
graduated  from  St.  John's  College  in  1913  and 
from  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  1916.  For  a 
year  he  served  as  secretary  to  Mr.  Justice 
Brandeis,  and  then  entered  practice  with  the 
United  States  Shipping  Board  in  Washington. 
Since  1920  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  law 
school  faculty,  and  vice-dean  since  1930.  In 
1934  he  served  for  a  year  as  General  Counsel 
to  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Magruder  is  the  author  of  several  law 
review  articles  and  the  co-editor  of  Crane 
and  Magruder  "Cases  on  Partnership." 
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JOSEPH  HENRY  BEALE 

Royall  Professor  of  Law 
Conflict  of  Laws 

Professor  Beale  was  born  in  1861.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Harvard  College  in  1882  and  from 
the  Law  School  in  1887.  For  several  years  he 
practiced  in  Boston  and  for  a  year  served  as 
master  at  St.  Paul's  School.  Since  1890  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  faculty,  retiring  from 
classroom  teaching  in  1937  to  devote  all  his 
time  to  seminar  courses  in  the  Conflict  of 
Laws  and  in  the  History  of  English  and 
American  Law.  Professor  Beale  holds  honor¬ 
ary  degrees  from  Harvard  University,  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  the  Universities  of 
Wisconsin,  Chicago  and  Michigan,  and  from 
Boston  College.  His  most  notable  work  has 
been  in  the  field  of  the  Conflict  of  Laws,  in 
which  field  he  is  reporter  to  the  American 
Law  Institute,  and  is  author  of  the  well  known 
three  volume  treatise. 
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SAMUEL  WILLISTON 

Dane  Professor  of  Law 
Contracts 

Professor  Williston  was  born  in  1861.  He 
graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1882,  re¬ 
ceived  the  M.  A.  degree  in  1888,  graduating 
from  the  Law  School  in  the  same  year.  For 
six  years  he  practiced  in  Boston  and  has 
remained  active  as  counsel  ever  since.  Since 
1890  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty, 
serving  also  on  many  boards  and  commis¬ 
sions  on  legal  problems,  notably  as  reporter 
on  contracts  to  the  American  Law  Institute. 
Professor  Williston  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  Harvard  University,  Yale  University  and 
Amherst  College.  In  1929  he  was  the  first 
recipient  of  the  medal  of  the  American  Bar 
Association  for  "Conspicuous  Service  to 
American  Jurisprudence."  He  is  a  noted 
author  of  treatises  on  Contracts  and  Sales 
and  the  editor  of  several  case  books.  In  addi¬ 
tion  he  has  been  the  draftsman  of  Uniform 
Laws  in  three  fields,  notably  on  Sales. 
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ROSCOE  POUND 

Carter  Professor  of 
General  Jurisprudence 

Professor  Pound  was  born  in  1870.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  University  of  Nebraska  in  1889, 
received  the  A.M.  degree  the  next  year,  and 
that  of  Ph.D.  in  1897.  He  came  to-  study  in 
Harvard  Law  School  for  a  year.  For  fifteen 
years  he  practiced  in  Lincoln,  and  then  re¬ 
linquished  his  practice  in  favor  of  teaching, 
first  as  dean  of  law  at  the  University!  of  Ne¬ 
braska  and  later  at  Chicago  and  Northwest¬ 
ern.  In  1907  he  came  to  the  law  faculty  here, 
serving  also  as  Dean  from  1916  to  1936.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Pound  is  a  noted  author  and  editor  on 
the  philosophy  and  history  of  the  Law,  Roman, 
Civil  and  Common.  He  has  had  conferred 
upon  him  seventeen  honorary  degrees  by 
American  and  European  universities.  He  has 
given  eminent  service  to  many  boards  and 
commissions,  state  and  national,  on  legal 
problems,  and  holds  membership  in  several 
American  and  European  academies  of  note. 
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EDWARD  HENRY  WARREN 

Professor  of  Law 
Property 

Professor  Warren  was  born  in  1873.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Harvard  College  in  1895  and  from 
the  Law  School  in  1900  having  already  re¬ 
ceived  the  A.M.  degree  from  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1896.  For  four  years  he  practiced 
in  New  York,  and  then  for  thirteen  more  in 
Boston.  Since  1904  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  faculty  with  the  exception  of  the  years 
from  1929  to  1934.  Professor  Warren  is  the 
author  of  a  treatise  on  "Corporate  Advan¬ 
tages  without  Incorporation,"  and  has  edited 
case  books  on  Property  and  on  Corporations. 

In  addition,  he  is  the  author  of  several  essays 
and  articles  in  legal  periodicals. 
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MORTON  CARLISLE  CAMPBELL 

Professor  of  Law 
Bills  and  Notes 
Suretyship  and  Mortgages 

Professor  Campbell  was  born  in  1876.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College 
in  1896  and  from  this  law  school  in  1900.  In 
1915  he  received  the  degree  of  S.J.D.  For  a 
time,  he  served  on  the  law  faculties  of  Tulane 
University  and  of  Indiana  University.  Since 
1920  he  has  been  a  member  of  this  faculty. 
Professor  Campbell  holds  an  honorary  degree 
from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College.  He  is 
the  editor  of  three  case  books,  on  "Mort¬ 
gages,"  "Bills  and  Notes,"  and  "Suretyship." 
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ELDON  REVARE  JAMES 

Professor  of  Law  and  Librarian 
Admiralty 

Professor  James  was  born  in  1875.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1896  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati 
and  from  the  law  school  of  that  university  in 
1899.  In  1912  he  received  the  degree  of  S.J.D. 
from  this  school.  For  twelve  years  he  practiced 
in  Cincinnati,  being  also  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  law  at  the  university.  Later  he 
served  on  the  law  faculties  of  the  Universities 
of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Missouri,  and  as 
dean  of  the  last  named  school.  Since  1923  he 
has  been  a  member  of  this  faculty.  During  the 
years  from  1918  on,  Professor  James  at  various 
times  acted  as  Adviser  in  Foreign  Affairs  to 
the  Siamese  Government,  as  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Siam,  as  minister  pleni¬ 
potentiary  of  Siam  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Court  of  Arbitration  at  the  Hague. 
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JOSEPH  WARREN 

Weld  Professor  of  Law 
Property  and  Persons 

Professor  Warren  was  born  in  1876.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Harvard  College  in  1897  and  from 
the  law  school  in  1900.  For  a  year  he  served 
as  secretary  to  Mr.  Justice  Gray,  and  then 
was  in  practice  in  Boston  for  five  years.  From 
1907  to  1909  he  was  lecturer  in  Government  in 
Harvard  University,  and  since  then  has  been 
a  member  of  the  law  faculty,  serving  also  as 
vice-dean  from  1928  to  1930.  Professor  Warren 
is  the  author  of  several  articles  in  law  re¬ 
views,  and  the  editor  of  case  books  on  "Wills 
and  Administration"  and  "Conveyances."  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 
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EDWARD  SAMPSON  THURSTON 

Professor  of  Law 
Torts,  Quasi-Contracts 

Professor  Thurston  was  born  in  1876.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Harvard  College  in  1 898,  received 
the  A.M.  degree  in  1900  and  graduated  from 
the  law  school  in  1901.  He  holds  an  honorary 
degree  from  Yale  University.  For  five  years 
he  practiced  in  New  York  City,  and  then  was, 
successively,  a  member  of  the  law  faculties 
of  Indiana  University,  George  Washington 
University,  the  University  of  Illinois,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Minnesota,  and  Yale  University.  For 
two  years  he  served  in  the  Judge  Advocate 
General's  office  in  Washington.  Since  1929  he 
has  has  been  a  member  of  this  faculty.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Thurston  is  reporter  for  specific  chapters 
in  Torts,  and  adviser  in  Trusts  and  Quasi-Con¬ 
tracts  to  the  American  Law  Institute.  He  is  the 
editor  of  "Cases  on  Quasi-Contracts." 
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THOMAS  REED  POWELL 

Langdell  Professor  of  Law 
Constitutional  Law 

Professor  Powell  was  born  in  1880.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1900 
and  from  this  law  school  in  1904,  and  holds 
also  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity.  Following  two  years  of  practice  in 
Burlington,  Vermont,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
law  faculty  of  Columbia  University  and  taught 
there  for  sixteen  years.  Professor  Powell  has 
had  conferred  upon  him  honorary  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Vermont,  and  from  the 
University  of  New  Mexico.  Since  1927  he  has 
been  a  member  of  this  law  school's  faculty. 
He  is  the  author  of  many  articles  in  law  re¬ 
views  and  periodicals. 
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WARREN  ABNER  SEAVEY 


Professor  of  Law 
Torts 

Business  Organizations 

Professor  Seavey  was  born  in  1880.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Harvard  College  in  1902,  and  from 
the  law  school  in  1904.  After  two  years  of 
practice  in  Boston,  he  served  for  five  years 
as  head  of  the  Law  School  of  Pei  Yang  Uni¬ 
versity  in  China.  He  has  had  appointments 
to  the  law  faculties  of  Oklahoma  University, 
Tulane  University,  the  University  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  the  University  of  Nebraska,  serv¬ 
ing  also  as  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law  of  the 
last  named  school  for  six  years.  The  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Nebraska  conferred  upon  him  the  de¬ 
gree  of  LL.D.  in  1928.  Since  1927  he  has  been 
on  the  Harvard  faculty.  Professor  Seavey  is 
reporter  on  Agency,  Restitution  and  Unjust 
Enrichment  to  the  American  Law  Institute.  He 
is  author  and  editor  of  articles  and  case  books 
on  Agency. 
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FELIX  FRANKFURTER 

Byrne  Professor  of 
Administrative  Law, 

Public  Utilities, 
Administrative  Law 

Professor  Frankfurter  was  born  in  1882.  He 
graduated  from  the  College  of  the  City  of  New 
York  in  1902,  and  from  Harvard  Law  School  in 
1906.  In  addition  to  his  practice  in  New  York, 
he  has  served  as  Assistant  United  States  At¬ 
torney  in  New  York,  as  law  officer  of  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs,  as  assistant  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  and  the  Secretary  of  War, 
and  as  chairman  of  the  War  Labor  Policies 
Board.  Since  1920  he  has  held  an  appoint¬ 
ment  on  the  law  school  faculty.  In  1933  he 
was  a  visiting  professor  at  Oxford  University. 
Professor  Frankfurter  is  author  and  editor  of  a 
number  of  books,  among  them  "The  Case  of 
Sacco  and  Vanzetti."  "The  Business  of  the 
Supreme  Court”  (with  Professor  Landis)  "Mr. 
Justice  Holmes,"  "The  Labor  Injunction"  (with 
Nathan  Greene),  and  others,  including  essays 
in  various  periodicals. 
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EDMUND  MORRIS  MORGAN 

Bussey  Professor  of  Law 
Evidence,  Civil  Procedure 


Professor  Morgan  was  born  in  1878.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Harvard  College  in  1902,  received 
the  degree  of  A.M.  the  following  year  and 
graduated  from  the  law  school  in  1905.  For 
eight  years  he  practiced  in  Duluth.  In  1917  he 
undertook  two  years  service  as  assistant  to 
the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  United 
States.  For  thirteen  years  before  coming  to 
Harvard  he  taught  as  professor  of  law  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  and  then  at  Yale, 
being  appointed  to  the  law  school  faculty 
here  in  1925.  During  1936  and  1937  he  has 
been  acting  dean  of  the  school.  Besides 
being  the  author  of  several  articles,  Professor 
Morgan  has  been  co-editor  of  two  case  books, 
notably  his  "Cases  on  Evidence"  with  Pro¬ 
fessor  Maguire. 
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AUSTIN  WAKEMAN  SCOTT 

Story  Professor  of  Law 
Trusts,  Civil  Procedure 


Professor  Scott  was  born  in  1884.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Rutgers  College  in  1903,  and  from 
ihe  Harvard  Law  School  in  1909.  After  a  year 
of  practice  in  New  York,  he  spent  several 
years  as  an  instructor  in  Rutgers  Preparatory 
School  and  then  joined  the  law  school  faculty 
in  1910.  Since  then  he  has  taught  on  the  sum¬ 
mer  faculties  at  Chicago,  Cornell,  Stanford 
and  Columbia,  and  for  a  year  served  as  dean 
of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  law  school.  He 
has  served  as  expert  to  the  National  Con¬ 
ference  on  Uniform  State  Laws,  and  as  Re¬ 
porter  on  Trusts  to  the  American  Law  Institute. 
He  holds  an  honorary  degree  from  Rutgers 
University.  Besides  his  many  law  review 
articles,  Professor  Scott  has  edited  and  pub¬ 
lished  case  books  on  Trusts  and  Civil  Pro¬ 
cedure. 
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MANLEY  OTTMER  HUDSON 

Bemis  Professor  of 
International  Law 

Professor  Hudson  was  born  in  1886.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  William  Jewell  College  in  1906  and 
from  Harvard  Law  School  in  1910,  receiving 
the  S.J.D.  degree  in  1917.  He  taught  in  Har¬ 
vard  College  for  three  years,  and  for  nine 
years  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  Since 
1919,  he  has  been  on  the  law  school  faculty. 

In  those  years  he  has  served  as  Secretary  to 
the  National  Conference  on  Uniform  State 
Laws,  as  special  assistant  in  the  Department 
of  State,  with  the  American  Commission  to 
Paris  in  1919,  with  the  League  of  Nations 
Secretariat,  as  adviser  at  The  Hague,  as  a 
member  of  the  Permanent  Court  of  Arbitration, 
and  as  Judge  of  the  Court  since  1936.  He 
holds  honorary  degrees  from  the  Universities 
of  Budapest,  Delaware  and  Missouri.  In  the 
field  of  International  Law,  Professor  Hudson  is 
a  prolific  and  noted  author. 
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ZECHARIAH  CHAFEE,  Jr. 

Professor  of  Law 
Equity 

Professor  Chafee  was  born  in  1885.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Brown  University  in  1907  and  from 
Harvard  Law  School  in  1913.  For  three  years 
following  his  graduation,  he  practiced  in  Prov¬ 
idence.  In  1919  he  became  a  member  of  the 
law  school  faculty.  In  addition  to  his  teaching 
duties  at  Harvard  he  has  taught  at  the  sum¬ 
mer  sessions  of  several  universities.  Besides 
many  articles  in  various  law  reviews,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Chafee  has  written  extensively  on  so¬ 
cial  and  political  problems,  among  his  writ¬ 
ings  being,  "Freedom  of  Speech,”  "The  Inquir¬ 
ing  Mind,”  "The  Next  War.”  In  addition,  he 
has  edited  several  case  books,  notably  his 
"Cases  on  Equity”  in  collaboration  with  Pro¬ 
fessor  Simpson. 
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RALPH  JACKSON  BAKER 

Professor  of  Law 
Trusts 

Business  Organizations 


Professor  Baker  was  born  in  1888.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Swarthmore  College  in  1907,  and 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  law  school 
in  1911.  For  five  ;years  he  taught  in  the  same 
law  school  and  then  entered  practice  in  Har¬ 
risburg  for  the  next  eighteen  years,  until  his 
appointment  to  the  law  school  faculty  in  1932. 
Professor  Baker  is  adviser  to  the  American 
Law  Institute  on  Trusts  and  Restitution.  He 
is  the  author  of  several  articles,  in  leading  law 
reviews. 
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JOHN  MacARTHUR  MAGUIRE

Professor  Maguire  was  born  in  1888.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Colorado  College  in  1908,  and  from 
the  Law  School  in  1911.  From  1911  to  1923,  he 
was  in  practice  in  Boston,  with  the  exception 
of  a  year  with  the  Department  of  Justice  in 
Washington,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Boston 
firm  of  Hale  and  Dorr.  Since  1923  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  faculty.  Professor  Maguire  is 
the  author  of  articles  in  various  law  reviews, 
the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  and  the  Ency¬ 
clopaedia  of  the  Social  Sciences.

Born  in  Codogna,  Italy,  in  1787.  He  was  admitted  to  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Fayette  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  in  1813.  Four  years  later  he  was  admitted  as  an 
attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State. 

It  is  believed  that  work  on  the  first  edition  of  Bouvier's 
Law  Dictionary  was  undertaken  between  1822  and  1827. 

The  "Century  Edition"  of  "Bouvier"  was  edited  by 
William  Edward  Baldwin,  D.C.L.,  and  was  published  in  1926. 
A  later  edition  was  issued  in  1934.  This  was  the  fruition  of 
an  ambition  which  the  editor  had  long  cherished — to  produce 
Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary  in  one  compact  volume  at  a  price 
within  the  reach  of  every  lawyer.  About  40,000  copies  of 
"Baldwin's  Revision”  are  now  in  use.
